The Government Has Declared in

Edmonton, Alta.—The government, 
through Premier Sifton, has declared | 
once and for all in favor of negotia- 
tions with the federal government to/ 
secure provincial control of natural 
resources, thereby adopting, with the 
exception of lunus, the platform that 
was, for years, the foundation prin- 
cipie of the old territorial provincial 
rights, party under Hon. Mr. Haul- 
tain, of which paity, Piemier Sifton 
was a former memuver. 

Speaking of the resolution, of 
Bramley-Moore, calling upon the gov- 
ernment to take Steps to secure the 
control of such natural resources as 
are of local concern, Premicr Siiton 
said it would be the policy of the gov- 
ernment to forward negotiations with 
the Dominion goverument towards 
this end, und to keep on negotiating. 
He, personally, had aiways been in 
accord with tue views expressed in 
the resolution. 

On tue request of the premier, Mr. 
Moore's reso.ution, seconded by Mr. 
Cornwall, was withdrawn, the prem- 
ier pointing out that its passing could 
do little towards assisting the cause 
of provincial rights since it was a 
question of negotiating more than 
anything else.

| When seen flying close to the sur- 
| face of the water it moves with 
land often seems to be racing. 
jin its real home, however, during the 
; hesting season, is where it really en- 
j joys itself, 

, About a thousand guillemots make 
| their summmer homes on Bare Island 
in the Gulf of Georgia. 
spend several months, during which 
period they raise their families, and 
incidentally have a most enjoyable 
time. There are a great many gulls 


jon the island as well as the guille- | 


mots, but, while they live very near 
together, they do not associate ‘in 
the true sense of the word. The gulls 


look on at the pranks of the smaller | 


birds, but they never take part. 


The guillemots are about the size | 


of pigeons, which they very much 
resemble in appearance. Their wings 
,are, however, much — shorter 
| pigeons’, and their red feet are ebb- 
ed. Owing to the fact that their wings 
are so short, they have to wove them 
very fast. Still, they fly well, and 
rise from the water with ease. They 
also dive and swim well, getting their 
‘food from the water. In color they 
are black, with white markings on 
the wings. They have very short tai 
feathers, but in place of this they 
spread their feet behind them when 
flying, using them as a rudder, in the 
same way in which most birds do 
their tails, 

During some days on the island last 
summer my little chum and I spent 
hours watching the birds in their 
ganes and securing photographs 
Tag’ seems to be their favorite game 
Usually the game is played by twe 
birds, although sometimes three or 
mnore take part. 

Picture to yourself hundreds of the 
birds sitting on the rocks along the 
rugged shore of the little island. Some 
are almost asleep, others are talking 
to each other with the peculiar hiss 
ing voice of theirs, while yet others 
are trying to crowd their neighbor off 
the rocks. One stands erect and gives 
its wings a flap, as if to challenge an 
other to a race, At once he is away, 
and the other after him away out to 
sea. The challenggr drops into the sea 
jut a distance of {%m one to two hun 
dreds vards from shore, The pursuer 
may iollow, divgig after bim, ans 
perhaps giving ne a nip either in 
the air or in the water, Then they re 
turn to the rocks, and the game is 
taken up by some others. 


The fun continues throughout the 
morning hours. Sometimes a bird 
catches a small fish as it dives be 


neath the water. It then flies with it 
to the shore, as if challenging some 
other to take it away, Almost. im 
variably there is a chase, the pursuer 
sometimes following the other be- 
neath the weter, and at other times 
waiting for the diver to come to the 
surface again. Perfect good-humer 
seoms to prevail throughout, the 
yames being apparently tests of skill 
in flying and diving. 

The guillemots lay their eggs in a 
crevice in the rocks, sometimes a long 
way from the surface, and at others 
quite exposed, although the latter 
seems to be rather an exception to the 
rule. It is not difficult to cateh the 
parent birds on the nests, but in do 
ing so it is desirable to exercise great 
care, as they defend themselves quite 
tiercely with their bills, Even the 
little birds a day or two old know huew 
to use their bills with effect. 

The young lirds are black, woolly 
little creatures, with a white speck 
on the top of the bill, When taken 
from the nest they crouch low, and 
when their nests are invaded try to 


scramble into the innermost recesses 
jamong the rocks. The parent birds 
do not seem to go near them during 


the day; at least, I have never seen 
them fed, although it is possible they 
do. The lad and I watehed them for 
nearly a week at a stretch without 
observing any feeding, It is suggested 
that both these birds and the gulls 
feed their young by night, but of this 
1 have no ocular evidence
